Creighton W. Abrams has been 
told to plan on a U.S. force of 
between 60,000 and 95,000 troops 
in Vietnam by June 30, in- 
formed sources disclosed today. 


This does not mean that 


President Nixon won't cut 
strength below these so-called 
"planning goals," the sources 
said. They emphasized that the 
figures sent Abrams by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in Wash- 
ington "was only a goal toward 
which he should plan and not 
an order." 


Prior to his announcement of 


a new withdrawal program last 
Friday, Nixon was reported in 
Saigon thinking in terms of a 
force of 40,000 to 50,000 Ameri- 
cans by the end of June. In- 
stead he announced a cutback 
of 45,000 troops during the next 
two months, reducing the au- 
thorized ceiling to 139,000 men 
by the end of January. 


The planning goal was sent to 


Abrams several weeks before 
Nixon's announement. But in- 
formed sources said it is still 
valid as far as they know even 
through the withdrawal rate 
programmed by Nixon for the

Chiao Kuan-hua sounded those 
themes in the General Assem- 
bly in a 25-minute response 
Monday night to welcoming 
speechs from the United States, 
the Soviet Union and 55 other 
countries. 


Chiao's delegation took the 


seats in the 131-nation assembly 
that up to three weeks ago 
were held by The Nationalist 
Chinese. 


The delegation was expected 


to cast its first vote today—on 
a resolution calling on the U.S. 


government to ignore an order 
of Congress to resume chrome 
imports from Rhodesia despite 
a Security Council embargo. 


Chiao, gaunt and gray haired, 


was applauded for 27 seconds 
when he took the podium. 


He thanked the welcomers 


and said that only "obstruction 
by the United States" had pre- 
vented mainland China from 
coming sooner. 


He added that Peking's pres- 


ence now was a defeat for a 
U.S. -Japanese plan to create 
two Chinas in the United Na- 
tions and "a victory for Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung's revolution- 
ary line in foreign affairs." 


Small countries "are uniting 


to oppose the hegemony ar.d 
power politics practiced by ttv: 
one or two superpowers," Chiao

he declared. "All the armed 
forces of the United States defi- 
nitely should be withdrawn 
from Taiwan and the Taiwan 
Strait ...

Prove First Big Test 
off Wage Guidelines 
Reports China Slipping 
Spies Into the U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


fidential 
Justice 
Department 


reports say a Hong Kong-based 
seamen's union is slipping Chi- 
nese 
Communists 
into 
the 


United States on espionage mis- 
sions. 


A secret FBI analysis includ- 


ed in government reports ob- 
tained by The Associated Press 
says the Hong Kong Seaman's 
Union is putting members 
aboard flagships of non-Com- 
munist nations to sabotage or 
capture the ships in case of 
war or to jump ship in non- 
Communist nations and engage 
in espionage activities. 


The reported entry of the un- 


ion seamen has contributed to 
the wave of illegal aliens from 
mainland China who, according 
to other Justice Department re- 
ports, have been sneaking into 
the United States at the rate of 
4,200 each year. 


In addition to espionage ac- 


tivities, the intelligence reports 
say, some Chinese aliens have 
been arrested carrying narcot- 
ics shipments destined for U.S. 
markets. 


According to the reports, the 


Chinese aliens have been enter- 
ing the country by jumping 


ship in Canada and 
being 


smuggled across the U.S. bor- 
der, or by jumping ship in U.S. 
ports. 


The Immigration and Natu- 


ralization Service—the Justice 
Department section responsible 
for capturing illegal aliens—has 
had some success in working 
with Canadian authorities to 
smash several of the smuggling 
rings, but INS sources say that 
no sooner is one ring closed 
down than another springs up. 
And, the sources say, only one 
in 10 of the illegal Chinese 
aliens is caught and deported. 


Just last week INS broke up 


a ring smuggling Chinese sail- 
ors from Vancouver, British 
Columbia, 
into 
the 
United 


States 
at 
Bellingham 
and 


Blaine, Wash., at $1,000 per 
man. 


One group of Chinese aliens 


was captured 
as the men 


crossed the border on foot a 
mile east of Blaine. Another 
group made it to the New York 
metropolitan area. Three of 
them, arrested 
in Newark, 


N.J., 
told investigators they 


first made contact with the 
smugglers in Hong Kong. 


Elderly Folks Warned 
Phony Social Security 
Group in Operation 


Otis A. Blackwood, DtaWCL « victim of thla or 


Manager of the Texarkana schemes. Anyoni 
Social Security Office 
reports 


that there have been recent 
incidents in the Hempstead 
County area of certain in- 
dividuals coming to the homes of 
elderly people representing 
themselves to be social security 
employees. 


These individuals have told 


these elderly people that they are 
there to determine if they need 
an increase in their social 
security checks. These in- 
dividuals are obviously con- 
fidence men whose intent is to 
obtain money from unsuspecting 
retired people, Blackwood said. 
For example one incident was 
reported of a retired man being 
offered a certain amount of 
money if he would give the 
stranger change for a $100 bill. 
The stranger told the man he 
wanted to pay him cash for a 
retroactive increase due him in 
his social security. 


Mr. 
Blackwood cautions 


people in this area not to become 


misrepresenting himself as a 
social security representative 
should be reported at once to 
local law enforcement officials. 
He also emphasized that the 
amount of a person's social 
security benefit is based entirely 
on the amount of the worker's 
average yearly earnings under 
social security. No social 
security representative will offer 
an individual cash payment of 
any social security benefit. 
Social Security benefits are paid 
only by U.S. Treasury Depart- 
ment checks. 


Blackwood stated that all 


Social Security Representatives 
carry identification card. 


I would like to emphasize 


again Blackwood said, that 
anyone suspected of falsely 
claiming to be a social security 
representative 
should 
be 


reported immediately to the 
local 
law 
enforcement 


authorities. Such persons, if 
apprehended and convicted, are 
punishable under federal law.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


railroad signalmen's union an- 
nounced today tentative agree- 
ment on a new 42-month con- 
tract that may prove to be the 
first big test of the Pay Board's 
post-freeze wage guidelines. 


Terms of the settlement were 


not 
immediately 
announced, 


but it was thought likely it 
would follow the pattern set by 
many earlier settlements pro- 
viding other rail unions with 
wage increases averaging 42 
per cent over 42 months. 


This is roughly 12 per cent a 


year, which exceeds the Pay 
Board's general rule that new 
contracts may not contain in- 
creases of more than 5.5 per 
cent a year. 


Charles J. Chamberlain, pres- 


ident of the AFL-CIO Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Signalmen, 
said terms of the agreement 
will be announced 
Saturday 


when the union's 75 general 
chairmen meet in Chicago to 
ratify the pact. 


Chamberlain said he Intended 


to consult with the Pay Board 
about the agreement. 


Contracts covering more than 


5,000 workers must receive ad- 
vance approval by the Pay 
Board before they may become 
effective. The signalmen claim 
12,000 members, ao, apparently 
'thU requirement win apply to 
them. 


"We're investigating all these 


things," 
Chamberlain 
said. 


"We don't anticipate any prob- 
lems. But there are unknowns." 


The Pay Board has indicated 


through informed sources that 
it is inclined to let earlier rail 
agreements stand, since they 
came after a long period of ris- 
ing prices in which rail workers 
received no wage increases. 


Contracts that existed during 


the freeze are allowed to stand 
unless challenged and found to 
be "unreasonably inconsistent" 
with the 5.5 per cent rule. 


However, in considering both 


existing contracts and new con- 
tracts the board has left itself: 
plenty of leeway to approve 
raises higher than 5.5 per cent 
a year if circumstances war- 
rant. 


The Pay Board, meantime, 


met for the first time today 
since the freeze expired. 


It was expected to consider 


whether to grant teachers ret- 
roactive pay for wage increases 
held up during the freeze.

The deficit was piled up be- 
cause foreign speculators led a 
Individual 
Tax Cut Try 
Has Failed

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Democrats have failed in 
efforts to add a big 1971 tax cut 
for individuals to the $23.9-bil- 
lion tax-reduction bill and to 
trim benefits for business. 


The Senate turns to other is- 


sues today in an attempt to fin- 
ish work Wednesday on the big 
bill, a key part of President 
Nixon's new economic policy. 


It added $2.2 billion a year to 


the cost of the measure Mon- 
'day by voting 56 to 27 to allow 
parents a tax credit of up to 
$325 a year on expenses of a 
college student. The credit will 
be subtracted from taxes due. 


But this provision has been 


adopted twice by the Senate 
previously and both times 
killed in conference with the 
House. It seems likely to meet 
the same fate this time. 


Democrats tried twice Mon- 


day to correct what they said 
was a major imbalance in the 
bill in favor of business. 


Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson, D- 


111., lost, 44 to 38. an effort to 
raise the personal exemption 
for 1971 to $700, compared with 
$675 voted by the House and 
$650 in present law. This would 
have added $1 billion of tax re- 
lief to the bill. 
"Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind:. was 
defeated, 40 to 39, in an effort 
to give taxpayers $2.4 billion of 
additional cuts for 1971 with a 
$25 tax credit for single persons 
and $50 for couples. 


Bayh's 
amendment 
also 


would have cut back the help to 
business 
in the accelerated- 


depreciation provision, reduc- 
ing the tax savings by $7.8 bil- 
lion over the next five years. 


The votes appeared to in-

The spacecraft, which rock- 


eted into Martian orbit Satur- 
day. sent back 32 pictures Mon- 
day, taken more than 850 miles 
above the surface. 


Scientists thought they could 


see some surface features dim- 
ly through the haze in at least 
two pictures, tantalizing hints 
of revelations to come if the 
surface is finally unveiled to 
the satellite's television cam- 
eras. 


The haze is believed to be 


dust lofted into the atmosphere 
by wind storms sweeping Mars. 
It has prevented Mariner's tele- 
vision 
cameras 
from 
photo- 


graphing the surface since the 
probe went into orbit. 


Scientists studying data sent 


back by an 
infra-red 
radio- 


meter which measures surface 
temperatures said they spotted 
an area where the Martian sur- 
face was 12 degrees Fahrenheit 
warmer than its surroundings. 


Guido Munic, a California In- 


stitute of Technology scientist, 
suggested high terrain in the 
area, such as a mountain peak, 
might cause a hole in the haze 
allowing the sun to warm the 
area more than its surround- 
ings. 


Data from another infra-red 


instrument 
showed 
Martian 


areas scanned Sunday covered 
with tiny particles of a silicate- 
containing material . Silicates, 
composed of silicon and oxy- 
gen, 
are primary constituents 


of earth rocks. 


Dr. Rudolph A. Hanel of the 


Goddard Space Flight Center in 
Greenbelt, 
Md., said

couldn't be certain if the sili- 
cates were deposited on the 
surface or suspended in the at- 
mosphere.

sions of the federal Emergency 
Employment Act of 1971 to cities 
with less than 1,000 population 
The act provided funds to cities 
and counties and the state to 
hire unemployed or underem- 
ployed persons with the federal 
government paying their salaries 
for two years. 


—A request to the General 


Assembly to exempt cities from 
sales and use taxes on pur 
chases.

miniature microwave system 
and a working lens made of gas. 
Microwave 
systems 
were 


developed by Bell labs to beam 
communications signals across 
the skies. 


The gas lens, one of Bell Labs' 


latest developments, will be used 
in future communications sent 
by 
laser, 
which 
Johnston 


demonstrated in the program. 


"Bell labs scientists are in- 


terested in the laser because 
they believe this tiny light beam 
may someday transmit millions 
of simultaneous phone calls and 
other communications signals," 
Johnston said. 


The science demonstrator sent 


music over the laser beam to 
demonstrate the principles. 


Johnston also asked members 


of the audience to join him in 
demonstrating experimental 
telephone services that will be 
available in the future. 


Using phones connected to a 


miniature switching office, calls 
were automatically transferred 
from one phone to another, calls 
were completed by dialing only 
two digits and busy numbers 
were automatically redialed.

Kennedy said in 1949, the old 


National Basketball League and 
the old Basketball Association 
of America merged.

Benton Teacher 
Is Also Golf 
Club Craftsman 


By BILL SIMMONS 


Associated Press Writer 


BF.NTON, Ark. < A P > — Golf 


pros say that in some cases a 
small adjustment in an indivi- 
dual's set of clubs ran signifi- 
cantly improve his game, and 
Rex Carson often figures in that 
modification. 


Carson. 34. regularly receives 


by mail clubs sent in by many 
club pros in Arkansas and other 
states for their club members 
and works the adjustments into 
the clubs. 


The operation is carried out 


in a workshop Carson has built 
in the garage of his Benton 
home, but he hopes to have a 
special shop situated on his prop- 
erty beside his house before the 
year is out. 


What started as a hobby for 


Carson is turning into a sizable 
business. 


He regularly teaches world 


history at Benton High School 
and has taught typing there in 
the past. His interest in golf, 
however, became at the age of 
11 when he lived in Rogers. 


"I just started working on my 


own, 
then I did a little work for 


friends, and this just developed 
into a business," he said. 


A year ago, after passing 


tests, he was certified by the 
Ben Hogan Co. and signed a 
contract with the firm. He's one 
of about 15 people listed in the 
Hogan national catalog as golf 
club craftsmen. 


Since golfers have differences 


in 
height, weight, 
strength, 


hand-size and other physical 
characteristics, no single set of 
clubs is suitable for everyone, 
Carson said. 


"If a golfer has a pro, I 


recommend that he let the pro 
help buy the clubs in a pro 
shop," Carson said. "A pro can 
help the guy get the clubs best- 
suited for him. That's what a 
pro is trained to do." 


For those who don't consult 


closely with a pro, and for those 
cases where the pro recom- 
mends adjustments in clubs the 
golfer already possesses, Car- 
son's alterations 
may 
prove 


beneficial. 


The size of the club's grip 


may determine how well the 
golfer can hold the club. "If 
someone's 'hands are large, us- 
ually increasing the size of the 
grip by a 32nd of an inch or a 
16th of an inch will do the job," 
Carson said. 


The two basic varieties of 


grips are leather and rubber, 
with the latter in greater de- 
mand, Carson said. "It's a little 
cheaper and also it's easier to 
work with," he said. 


Club shafts come in six basic 


categories of flex. If one isn't 
suitable for a particular golfer, 
another will do. 


The length of a shaft can af- 


fect a golfer's stance and fol- 
low-through in hitting the ball 
and shafts can be shortened or 
lengthened, and not always with 
a 
replacement of the 
shaft 


necessary. 


Carson also has been called 


on to make other adjustments, 
including altering the weight of 
clubs or the shape and size of 
the club head. 


Among the clubs he's handled 


are those of R. H. Sikes, who 
had shafts replaced on one set 
shortly before last year's Pensa- 
cola Open. 


Carson embarked recently on 


a club designing effort and de- 
veloped an unusual-looking put- 
ter with a very broad-faced and 
high blade. 


"I wanted a big face that 


would extend over the top of the 
golf ball," he said. "Most put- 
ters don't go that high and I 
think they tend to hit a little 
under the ball, causing it to 
jump. A big face would give 
more roll and not so much 
jump." 


He sent the model off to the 


Hogan company and later got 
it back without comment. 
"I 


was hoping they'd be interested 
in it," Carson said. "I don't 
know whether they liked the 
idea of it or not." 


The club now is in the hands 


of Pete Fleming, the Hot Springs 
pro, 
who. besides winning the 


national seniors tournament, al- 
so employs farsun's club modi- 
fying skills.

Toward Cuba 


MIAMI ( A P i — Hundreds of 


Cubans fled their homes as 
Tropical Storm I^ura dumped 
torrential rains on the west- 
ernmost parts of the Commu- 
nist island today. Gale warn- 
ings were hoisted in the lower 
Florida Keys. 


Reports from 
Cuba during 


the night indicated that I.aura's 
peak winds had dropped from 
70 miles an hour to 60 m.p.h. 
and its forward speed had slow- 
ed. 


The National Hurricane Cen- 


ter predicted heavy rains would 
pound western Cuba again to- 
day and probably spread into 
the Florida Keys tonight or 
Wednesday. 


Strictest precautionary meas- 


ures were put into force in 
coastal 
areas of the 
west- 


ernmost sixth of Cuba as the 
Atlantic season's 12th tropical 
storm battered rich tobacco 
fields, Havana Radio reported. 
Four inches of rain fell on the 
Isle of Pines in six hours prior 
to midnight Monday. 


More than 650 persons were 


evacuated 
before 
midnight 


from the ciy of Guane, 10 miles 
inland, according to a Cuban 
broadcast 
monitored 
here. 


"The storm is expected to 


turn toward the northeast today 
and pass near Dry Tortugas 
late tonight or early Wednes- 
day," forecaster Joe Pelissier 
said. 


Small craft were warned to

Fine Print 


"The large print giveth, and 


the small print taketh away." 


That old joke about insurance 


policies has often had a good 
deal of truth in it. Many a cru- 
cial clause has been tucked away 
in typographical obscurity. 


But in recent years, the size 


(sometimes even the color) of 
the print in insurance policies 
has been widely regulated by 
statute. 


For example, a common re- 


quirement in the field of health 
insurance is that the exceptions 
must be printed at least as plainly 
as the benefits. Take this case: 


A man disabled by rheumatism 


tried to collect on an insurance 
policy that promised, in large 
lettering, to pay benefits for six 
months. But down in the fine 
print, the policy cut the payments 
to only one month for certain 
diseases — including rheumatism. 


Was the man bound by the 


one-month limitation? A court 
decided that he was not. Because 
of the substandard size of the 
print, said the court, that part of 
the policy simply had no legal 
effect. 


Hven if the 
print 
is large 


enough, it will ordinarily 
not 


cany as much weight as language 
that is typewritten or handwritten 
into the policy. 


Another case involved a life 


insurance policy in which the 
words "Double Indemnity For 
Fatiil Accidents" had been in- 
serted by typewriter. 


Later, double indemnity was 


held In be payable, even though 
there was conflicting language in 
the printed portion of the policy. 
The court said that words spe- 
cially inserted were more likely 
to be coriect than words buried 
in a standard form. 


Of course, anything that clari- 


fies an insurance policy also puts 
a greater responsibility upon you 
as the policyhiilder. The clearer 
the policy, the less grounds you 
have for arguing that you did 
not understand what kind of pro- 
tection you were getting. 


Accordingly, it makes good 


sense to examine a policy at the 
time you buy it, rather than wait- 
ing until >ou have suffered a 
loss Not even large print, not 
even a special notation, can tell 
you an> thing unless you read it.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United Slates has ended an ur- 
gent review of the Mideast 
arms situation with a decision 
that Israel should not get new 
shipments of American Phan- 
tom warplanes for the time 
being. 


According to the State De- 


partment, the balance of arms 
in the Mideast has not slipped 
against the Israelis because the 
Soviet Union has shown re- 
straint in its weapons deliveries 
to Egypt. 


"Our 
judgment is that the So- 


viets have acted with restraint 
in delivering arms to Egypt in 
the last several months," State 
Department spokesman Charles 
W. Bray said Monday. 


Bray was responding to ques- 


tions concerning a magazine in- 
terview by Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers in which he 
said Russian arms shipments to 
the Mideast had slowed down. 


Bray said no significant shift 


in the Mideast arms balance 
has occurred and there is no 
need to meet the Israeli request 
for Phantom fighter-bombers. 


Rogers had said earlier this 


autumn the United States was 
urgently studying the arms sit- 
uation in light of a Soviet com- 
munique written after Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat's visit 
to Moscow. 


The communique indicated 


the Soviets would push hard to 
rearm the Egyptians with mod- 
ern planes and ground weap- 
ons, 
including supersonic MIG 


23s. 


However, according to Bray, 


the Russians' arms deliveries 
have not picked up in recent 
months and the weapons sent 
have been of a relatively minor 
nature.
